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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Office Action dated 
December 16, 2005, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on 
March 16, 2006. 

Claims 13-19, 22-26, 28, and 32-38 remain pending in the application after entry 
of this response. Claim 27 has been cancelled, and claim 38 has been added. 
Reconsideration of the rejected claims is requested for reasons presented below. 

55 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 13, 16-19, 22-24, 26, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hutchinson '071. 

Hutchinson discloses wellbore mills and inserts. The Examiner states that 
Hutchinson does not teach, show, or suggest a plurality of legs or a plurality of 
extension members, as recited in claims 13, 23, and 33. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hutchinson '071 in view of Neff '952. 

As discussed above, Applicant believes claim 13 is in condition for allowance. 
Claims 14 and 15 depend from claim 13. Therefore, Applicant also believes claims 14 
and 15 are in condition for allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 25, 27, 28, and 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hutchinson '071 in view of Hall '048. 

Hutchinson discloses wellbore mills and inserts. Hutchinson does not teach, 
show, or suggest a plurality of legs or a plurality of extension members. Hall shows a 
two component insert in which a first component is attached to the bit while the second 
component is anchored to the first component. In Figure 5A, Hall shows engagement 
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members 180 having anchors 182 that are positioned in the recesses 190 of the shank 
188, The references, neither alone nor in combination, teach, show, or suggest a 
plurality of legs extending from the base, thereby creating a separation between the 
base and the mounting surface, as recited in claim 13. Also, the references, neither 
alone nor in combination, teach, show, or suggest a plurality of legs extending from the 
base thereby defining a space between the base and the mounting surface, as recited 
in claim 23. Further, references, neither alone nor in combination, teach, show, or 
suggest a plurality of extension members extending a second distance from the base, 
wherein the first distance is longer than the second distance and wherein the base is 
spaced apart from a contact surface of the tool, as recited in claim 33. Withdrawal of 
the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

The references cited by the Examiner, alone or in combination, do not teach, 
show, or suggest the Invention as claimed. 

Having addressed all issues set out in the office action, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully request that the 
claims be allowed.
